Indeed, I do not think he would himaclf 
•ometimeg speak in such broad and general terms, if 
•omo consequ(mces, necessary to hig Theory, were 
•uggested to liini. 
In his remarks, contained in the 
Post of the 3d, he appears to be opposed to all cor­ 
porate «xcluaive privileges, and to he in favor of per­ 
mitting all persons to carry on banking, and of course 
to issue notes, in the lorm of bank bills, for public cir- 
eulation as money. 
He says, “ the trade of hanking 
IS one of those modes of acquiring properly,” which, 
when left free nnd open to eompetilion, is equally 
beneficial to lender mid borrower, and in which all men 
have an i quul, unalienable right to engage.” 
Again, 
he says, '* W e nro not opposed to the trade of baoking, 
nor yet to earporationa. 
If a trade is monopolized, 
all we ask is, to make it fre e." 
Now, it Boems to me very evident, that ‘‘ the trade 
of banking,” as generally understood among us, is not 
an ” unalienable right.” 
U is no more so, than mak­ 
ing lotteries, g imbliiig, or keeping taverns and tippling 
houses. 
W'heiiaver certain trades, practices, nnd occu­ 
pations become, in tliemsidves, injurious to society, or 
are liable, when left free, to become so, the legislature 
has u right to interfere, to make them unlawful, to ailix 
certain conditions to them, or to prohibit them us res­ 
pects individuals, nnd to confine thorn to roiponsiblo 
corporations. 
As, for instance, the individual right to 
issue small bills, less than five dollars, or even less than 
one dollar, which wo consider an essential part of 
banking, might be highly dangerous to the public ; 
therefore, it has been taken from individuals, and re­ 
stricted to banking corporations. 
This is not mere 
theory ; the experiment has been tried. 
Some years 
ago, certain tlioorisis procured the enactment of laws 
prohibiting tiie emission of «riinil bills by the bunks, in 
order, as they said, to mako specie plenty. 
The con­ 
sequence was, as might have been foreseen, that silver 
coins became scarce nnd bore a high premium, and 
even then could not be obtained by the shopkeepers in 
■ufticicnt quantity. 
Taking advantage of the public 
necessities, several persons undertook to issue their pri­ 
vate notes as currency, for small sums. 
These per­ 
sons were neither wealthy, nor of high standing in any 
way. 
The consequence was, that several of them soon 
failed, and the holders of their small notes suffered a 
loss. 
The legislature, at its next session, passed an act, 
prohibiting individuals from issuing such notes. 
This 1 
conceive to be a wise law, and perfectly within the 
constitutional province of legislative authority. 
1 do 
not know of any other law against private banking. 
Any person or persons, it is presumed, have a right to 
carry on banking, except that they may not circulate 
their small notes. 
There also, it seems to me, may be given to certain 
corporations or individuals ercluaive privileges, for a 
certain lime, with great advantu/fo 
without unjustly violating what ” E qual Laws'* con­ 
tends are unalienable rights. 
If some new manufacture 
or discovery, or useful undertaking of magnitude, re­ 
quiring cost and risk, which an individual might be 
unwilling to assume, were proposed, on condition of an 
exclusive right for a term of years, the grant of such a 
right might be politic and of great ultimate utility. 
These considerations appear to me to be fairly within 
the power of the legislature, and necessarily so for the 
good of the community. 
1 agree, that corporations and 
exclusive privileges, where no special necessity war­ 
rants them, are injurious to indiv'uluals, and a viola­ 
tion of their ju s i if not their constitutional rights.-— 
They are also injurious to the public, when stock- 
¡lolder* are discharged from all responsibilifi/ beyond 
tho vaiue of their shares. 
It is this last consideration, 
which principally constitutes the value of acts of incor­ 
poration ; and this privilege has been grunted and is 
now enjoyed to a most unnecessary and unjustifiable 


extent. 
Corporations and exclusive grants are not, in them­ 
selves, necessarily evils. 
It is tho injudicious and fre­ 
quently the corrupt abuse of the power of conferring 
them, which is injurious. 
Money is power, and more 
especially so in republics. 
Legislative acts are com­ 
monly passed under the controlling influence of wealth; 
therefore these privileges are too often obtained by 
wealthy conibiiiauoiis, without any necessity for them, 
and for no public advantage,.but often to the great pub­ 
lic detriment. 
A remarkable example exists in the cor­ 
rupt combination between the petitioners for the W est 
Boston bridge and the proprietors of the old Charles­ 
town bridge, by which the rights of the latter were ex« 
tended for a long term of years beyond tlie time liiiiitad 
in the original grant.

Had It not been for that great measure 
we should now have had the full portion oí that Panic 
and pressure wliich was got up then, nnd partly con­ 
summated upon MS.—Who does not know either from 
history, from memory, or from tradition, the cruel part 
which the first Bank of the United Statt-s played in 
1811, at the Inst session of Congress preceding the ex­ 
piration of her charter, when all the machinery of alarm 
was pul into operation*, and ufrighifiil pressure upon the 
community was produced, and without any pretext ol 
removed deposites, hut openly and notoriously for the 
purpose of extorting a re-charler from Congres.s through 
the terrors and suiVerings of the people. 
'I’he scene oi 
1811 would have been re-enacted how, and the Panic 
and pressure of 1831 would have been in full blast at 
this very se.ssioii of Congress, and with complete suc­ 
cess, had it not been for the masterly stroke of re- 
moviijg the deposites at the lime it was done. 
'J’hat 
measure anticipated, nnd iruslruled, the designs of the 
Bank, and secured to us the exemption from scourging 
which we now enjoy. 
If left ft) herself, and permitted 
to choose her own lime for action, that cruel and cun­ 
ning Inslilution would have gone on, as Mr T a n e y so 
well said in his patriotic Report, to prepare for battle 
now. 
'I'he public and private deposites would have 
been accumulated in her coffers ; State banks and in­ 
dividuals would have been enatiared in her debt ; specie 
would have been hoarded in her vaults ; the tremulous 
pyramid of paper money would have been raised and 
expanded to its utmost limit ; the foreign and domestic 
exchanges all in its own funds ; and the whole country, 
with the federal government, and all the State govern­ 
ments, like victims bound and prepared for the .sacrifice, 
would have lain powerless and helpless at its feet. 
In 
this condition of the people, and on the first day of this 
impending session of Congress, the signal for Panic and 
pressure would have been thrown out, and the relent­ 
less campaign opened stimullaneoasly from the halls of 
Congress and the committee rooms of the Bank. 
Dis­ 
counts stopped,— loans called in,—exchanges broken 
up,—specie demanded,—shillings denied to merchants, 
traders, mnnufaciurers and farmers, while millions were 
supplied to usurers to shave in their notes and purchase 
their properly far nothing : Distress meetings, distress 
memorials, distress deputations, distress jubilees, dis­ 
tress orations—factories closed, business stopped, work­ 
men dismissed, banks and individuals driven to insol­ 
vency— the public ear stunned, the senses overpowered, 
and stupifled, reason and judgment put to flight, by the 
clamorous din of the bank, and its coadjutors. 
Such 
was tho scene plotted aud attempted in 1811, plotted 
again in 1834, and which would have been realized 
now, and the Bank installed in power, with perpetual 
dominion over the people and tlie government, had it 
not been for the most glorious measure of the removal 
of the deposits. 
That great measure, by bringing on 
the contest before the Bank was ready, and by chang­ 
ing the public money to the side of the people saved 
the Republic—and for the deliverance which it has ef­ 
fected the country is indebted, first, to President Jack- 
on, and next to his faithful friend and supporter, 
Roger B. Taney.”
